MILK  PRODUCTION 

NOVEMBER  MILK  PRODUCTION  UP  I.9  PERCENT  FROM  LAST  YEAR 

November  milk  production  is  estimated  at  8,832  million  pounds,  up  I.9  percent  from  a 
year  earlier,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Production  for  the  first  11 
months  of  1975  totaled  106,2l4  million  pounds,  a decrease  of  0.1  percent  from  both  the 
same  period  last  year  and  1973. 

MILK  COWS  DOWN  0.9  PERCENT,  PRODUCTION  PER  COW  UP 

Milk  cows  on  farms  during  November  totaled  11,108,000,  down  0.9  percent  from  a year 
ago  and  1.7  percent  below  November  1973.  The  estimated  number  of  milk  cows  is  18,000 
below  a month  earlier. 

November  production  per  cow  averaged  795  pounds,  21  pounds  more  than  a year  ago  and  35 
pounds  above  November  1973* 

MILK-FEED  PRICE  RATIO  UP  FROM  LAST  MONTH  AND  LAST  YEAR 

The  November  milk-feed  price  ratio,  at  1.78,  was  10  percent  above  October  and  45  per- 
cent above  November  1974.  The  average  price  of  milk  sold  to  plants  was  above  the 
previous  month  in  all  regions.  The  average  value  of  grain  and  other  concentrates  fed 
milk  cows  was  below  the  previous  month  in  all  regions.

CHATTANOOGA  FEDERAL  ORDER  - MILK  BASE  RULES 

The  following  Federal  Order  rules  apply  in  connection  with  the  establishment  and 
assignment  of  producer  milk  bases  for  the  Chattanooga  Marketing  Area. 

(a)  A base  shall  be  assigned  to  the  producer  for  whose  account  milk  is  received 
at  a pool  plant  d^lring  the  months  of  September  through  Jamxary. 

(b)  An  entire  base  may  be  transferred  effective  as  of  the  end  of  any  month  during’ 
which  an  application,  on  approved  form,  for  such  transfer  is  received  by  the 
Market  Administrator, 

1.  All  base  transfers  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  transferring  base  and 
the  person  receiving  base. 

2.  If  a base  is  held  Jointly,  the  transfer  application  shall  be  signed  by 
all  Joint  holders  or  their  heirs. 

(c)  A base  established  as  a partnership  may  be  divided  between  the  partners  on 
any  basis  agreed  to  in  writing  by  the  partners,  provided  written  notification 
is  given  the  Market  Administrator  prior  to  the  first  day  of  the  month  on  which 
such  division  is  to  be  effective.
